COURT. 


BODY OPENS ITS INITIAL SESSION 
IN SANTIAGO. 


The Occasion Was Made One of Im- 
portance and Islanders Are 
Pleased. 

Santiago de Cuba, Decembcr 2.—The open- 
ing of the recently organized supreme court 
this morning was ap impressive ceremony. 
Chief Justice Kkecheverria and the associ- 
‘ale justices, prior to the opening, ealled 
ut the palace, where they were fre- 
ceived by General Wood, after which. with 
General Wood and’ his aides, they were 
driven-to the supreme court chamber. 

General Wood, in a few tactful and force- 
ful words, opened the proceedings, deliver- 
ing the court, in the name of the United 
States sovernment, to the chief justice and 
his ussociates, and demanding from the 
public implicit obedience to the court's de- 
Cisions and -decrees. 

Chief Justice heneverria, 
eepted the judicial offices in 
justice, formally recognizing the United 
the supreme power, and declar- 
ing that the justices would render justice 
to rich and poor alike. 

The proceedings terminated with hand- 
shaking, after which General Wood's party 
Was escorted by the entire legal body. 
The first session of this purely Cuban 
court was then opened. Among the Cu- 
bans the event is a matter for general 
congratulation. The loca] newspapers con- 
sider it the dawn of a new era and ex- 
press the hope that the judges, wno are 
men of legal acumen and profound re- 
search, may be able to show the world that 
the Cuban population has within itself the 
clements of good government. The same 
papers are exceedingly complimentary in 
their allusions to Pi HR Wood, declaring 
it “‘quite impossible that any other Amer- 
ican could have secured a better grasp of 
the entire, situation.”’ 

On Monday 150 men will begin to build 
the road to Holguin. The distance, making 
allowances for necessary deviation, is sev- 
enty-five miles. General Wood ts determin- 
ed to facilitate the means of interior com- 
munication for the towns in this end of 
the island and on the same day 10 men 
will Legin a road to Guantanamo.

They will 
shed their blood in torrents again before 
bowing to foreign dominion, however light. 

“America brought the great chief Aguin- 
aldo from Hong Kong and recognized our 
nationality by allowing our flag to be 
raised at Corregidor island and to sail the 
bay in full sight of all the foreign fleets. 
None dared to interfere. If America now 
declines to openly acknowledge our Inde- 
pendence, a great injustice will be commit- 
ted. Had Spain asked $40,000,000 for the 
islands, the Filipinos would gladly have 
given twice that amount, or more, to pre- 
serve their rights, ruthlessly set aside by 
the enemy and the nation without a true 
understanding of the aspirations, rights 
and sacrifices of those who have stood 
torture enough and who were left to fight 
and suffer in defense of their country from 
new slavery.”’

Amount of Money Needed for the Trade 
Fluctuates with the Seasons. 


CREDIT SYSTEM IS LARGELY IN VOGUE 


Three Banking Institutions Are All 
Archipelago Has, but Commercial 
Houses Are in That Line. 


Washington, December! 2.—Mr. Edwara 
Hardin, who was appointed in August last 
- commissioner of the United 
States to make an investigation of tne 
financial amd industrial conditions in the 
Philippine islands, has made his report to 
the secretary of the treasury, in the course 
of which he says: 

“Silver is the basis 
the Philippine islands. 
in general! circulation and has been none 
for more than twenty years. The Mexican 
dollar of a date previous to 1877 is current 
in the islands, and it is practically the 
only money in general circulation. The 
Spanish government, in the summer of 1897, 
coined $6,000,000 of silver ina local: currency, 
which was sent to the island. These duvoi- 
lars are lighter in weight than the Mexican 
dollar, but the scarcity of money in the 
Philippine islands cansed them to be 
quickly absorbed, 

Rates of Exchange Not Steady. 

“The tluctuation in the demand for mon- 
ey in different seasons of the year resulted 
in widely fluctuating ratas of exchange and 
in the continued flow of money either to or 
from the islands, but after the occupation 
cof Manila by the American troops permis- 
sion was given the banks to import silver 
freely, and the result has been to keep 
exchange rates on a more: stable basis. 

“The Spanish government kept no 
tistics of currency or finance, and 
bankers can give only estimates of 
most general character. <A rough 
mate of the currency of the islands places 
the total at from $40,000,000 to $45,000,000, or 
approximately $5 per capita for the total 
population of the islands. It must not be 
overlooked that these figures are given on 
a silver basis and that therefore in jigur- 
ing on our Own standard these figures 
must be cut in two, 

Silver Alone Suited to Islands. 

“The question of the future currency of 
the islands is one wich is of vital im- 
portance to all business men in the isl- 
ards. The best informed men'‘irn Manila 
are unanimous in their opinion that un- 
der present conditions the silver currency 
is the only one suited to the islands. A 
great deal of the trade of the Pnhilippimes 
is with China and Japan, the strait settle- 
ments, India and Australia. In China and 
Japan and in India the whele trade is on 
a silver basis, though Japan has adopted 
the gold standard, having, however, as tne 
basis of its currency a gold dollar, which 
is apprcximately worth only 530 cents, and 
its currency, therefore, in effect is on a 
silver basis the same as China and India. 

“The natives of the Philippine islands are 
conservative to a degree in the matter of 
their currency, and it would be a long anit 
tedious task to educate them to a dollar 
which would be worth twice that now in 
circulation. Notwithstanding the Amer- 
icans have a force of 15,000 soldiers in Ma- 
nila who are paid in gold, the people of 
the isiands will have nothing hut silver.”’

The four. principal industries of the 
islands in the order named are hemp, sugar, 
copra and tobacco. 

The hemp industry supports a large pro- 
portion of the population of the southern 
part of Luzon and islands to the south and 
according to the opinion of those most fa- 
miliar with the trade there is no danger of 
an over-production. It is all exported and 
there would seem to be room for the estab- 
lishment of a plant for the making of cord- 
There is practically no rope manu- 
factured in the Phiiippines.

HISTORY OF WAR 


Secretary Completes and Gives Out His 
Oficial Report.

Document May Bs Said To Be an Au- 
thentic Recount of All Events 
During the Struggle.

Washington, December 2.—The annual re- 
port of Secretary Alger is a practically com- 
plete official history of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. The secretary has given to the 
public not only all the official dispatches 
that passed directly between his own office 
and commanding officers in the tield and 
camp, but has supplemented these 
short explanatory notes, setting forth the 
reasons for various movements, and then, 
to complete the record of events, he has 
included in the body of his report the re- 
port of General Miles, of all the generals 
who participated in the campalen in Cuba, 


Porto Rico or the Philippines and finally, 


the reports of al] the bureau oOflicers of the, 


war department. 

The report proper begins with what may 
be described as a chronological] history of 
the war, consisting of a number of short 
paragraphs beginning with the declaration 
of war on April Zist, and setting torthn the 
date upon wnich any event of importance 
oecurred. Some criticism having been made 
that there was a lack of surgeons at San- 
tiago, the report states that there were 
14v surgeons in attendance and that of 1341 
Wounded 'only thirteen died of their wounds. 
Touching the surrender at Santiago, the 
report shows that Shafter demanded the 
surrender on the 3d and renewed this de- 
mnmand on the 4th. On the morning of the 
lith, another demand Was made. On the 
evening of that day General Miles arrived 
and on the 13th and 14th of. July, he, with 
General Shafter, met the Spanish command- 
er under a flag of truce to discuss the sur- 
render. On the afternoon of the 14th Gen- 
eral Miles left General Shafter’s headquar- 
ters and soon thereafter went aboard ship 
preparatory to sailing for Porto Rico. July 
lith Toral surrendered 23,®%0 men upon our 
terms and the American flag was hoisted by 
order of General Shafter. 

The secretary says: “An army of about 
200,400 volunteers and recruits for the regu- 
lars was called into existence from civil 
life and including the regular army, the 
total force Was 274,717 men. It was organ- 
ized, armed and equipped and 50,000 men of 
this force were transported by land and sea 
to battlefields in the tropics; 10,000 miles 
apart, where they won their victories with- 
out a single defeat, and all within the period 
of one hundred and thirteen days. 

“The deaths in the army from May Ist to 
October Ist, including killed, died of wounds 
and of disease, were 2,010, the smallest death 
rate recorded of any army in history.

Navy Announces Readiness. 


On -June 9th Acting Secretary Allen, of 
the navy. wrote the secretary of war that 
by the 18th the naval convoy from Samp- 
son’s fleet would be ready to start without 
regard to the Spanish ships and in sending 
this dispatch to Major weneral Miles at 
Tampa, Adjutant General Corbin, by orders 
of the secretary, directs that Miles trans- 
mit it to Shafter. On the 12th the adjutant 
general communicated directly with Major 
General Shafter, suggesting that the army 
transports leave Tampa about eighteen 
hours before the Key West division of the 
convoy reaches Rebecca. shoal. Several

Tne secretary in- 
cludes in his report plan of campaign in 
written form submitted by General Miles on 
June 24th and on it has this to say: 

“The plam of campaign recommended by 
General Miles in-his letter of June 24th was 
not approved.’’ 

A telegram from Shafter to the secretary 
dated Orf Siboney, June 27th, says: 

“I believe I can take the place within 
forty-eight hours, but Il fear, at considerable 
loss of life. ‘There is no necessity for haste, 
as we are growing stronger and they weak- 
er every day.”’ 

On the 2th Shafter reports that he does 
not intend to take the siege guns to the 
front until they are needed, as they might 
biock the road.

July 7th Shafter telegraphed that after 
consultation with Sampson, the Navy Was 
disinclined to force entrance except _ 
last resort; would bombard the city 10r 
twenty-four hours, and then try to force 
the entrance with small ships.

Shafter Says He Will Bombard. 

On the 10th Shafter telegraphs that his 
offer having been declined he should begin 
to bombard Santiago at 4 o’clock that day. 
but the secretary authorized him to prom- 
ise to return the Spaniards to Spain if they 
surrendered unconditionally. A good deal 
of telegraphic correspondence occurs at 
this point touching the terms of surrender, 
but the facts aiready have been pretty 
thoroughly published. One from General 
Miles from the camp near Santiago, July 
iZzth, advises with Shafter and the major 
generals that discretion be granted as to 
terms of »surrender. He referred to the 
Spanish offer to surrender Santiago prov- 
force, batteries, munitions of war, 
ete., all except the men and small arms. 
General Miles says that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances he would not advise acceptance, 
but to avoid the assault and in view of the 
fact that there were 100 cases of yellow 
fever in the command, he eoncurs with 
Shafter.

More correspondeneée by teiegraph relative 
to the: surrender is injected at this point- 
by the secretary, including General Miles’s 
announcement of the surrender on July 
ld4ih, with the understanding that the Span- 
ish troops would be returned to Spain, and 
announcing his arrangements for the @is- 
position of the sick goldiers. 

The secretary’s next telegram was ad- 
dressed to General Shafter on the following 
day and read: 

“Have you received the absolute surren- 
der of the army’? We are waiting the con- 
ditions with impatience,” 

Shafter’s response was that Miles regard- 
ed the surrender as absolute, and the mat- 
ter would be seictled by commissioners that 
day, the 15th. 

A long dispatch from Miies, dated Playa 
Gel Este, 2ist, tells what general directions 
were given to Shafter co be executed under 
his orders and supervision in order to avoid 
conflict of authority or misunderstanding. 

Next, the correspondence shows the his- 
tory of the Porto Rican campaign. July 
Wth the seeretary telegraphed - Miles 
Siboney what he had determined upon, 
he wished to direct transports. Mfles 
plied that after conferring with Sampson 
Cape San Juan was considered the best 
place to land. "He suggested a combined 
naval movement on® Porto Rico, and asked 
to take with him 0 marines. He was 
then at Playa. This last request. was re- 
fused by the secretary. 

Miles succeeded in getting Sampson to 
increase his naval convoy and then tele- 
graphed, July 26th, that under the circum- 
stances, he had changed his plans and 
the harbor of Guanica. Secretary 
Alger. however, asked, on July 26th, why 
the plans had been changed. Miles replied 
under date of 30th from Ponce that at 
first it had been intended to select only a 
rendezvous at: Port Fajardo, but that that 
intention had become known and the Span- 
iards had able to coneentrete in the 
Vicinity 

Next follow a number of reports of va- 
rious officers and officials to the secrelary 
of war. some of which are indorsed by the 
gecretary. Of the military academy, for in- 
stance, he indorses the recommendation for 
an increase of cadets by twenty annually to 
be appointed by the president and one by 
ach senator to supply the officers needed 
for the army of the future. 

Of the adjutant general's recommenda- 

tions. the secretary says they are judicious 
and merit the favorable consideration of 
congress. Instead of increase of pay for 
officers serving in the West Indies and the 
Philippines to the next higher grade as rec- 
ommended by the adjutant general, the sec- 
retarv thinks the pay of those officers as 
well as those in Alaska shculd be increased 
50 per cent while they are so serving be- 
enuse of the additional expense they are 
put to. 
Treating of the quartermaster general's 
report the secretary picks out an interesting 
fact. He shows that the government pur- 
chased 36,800 horses and mules, 5,179 wagons, 
559 ambulances and 83,078 tons of coal and 
chartered seventy-seven vessels and pur- 
chased sixteen steamships. The cost of 
transporting the Spanish prisoners to Spain 
was $1,513,860. The graves of the soldiers at 
Santiago, in Porto Rico cnd the Philip- 
pines have been marked and their remains 
will be brought home as soon as the plans 
are completed. 

Discussing the surgeon general's report, 
he says it was a mistake to detail regti- 
mental surgeons to large hospitals.

Stoves are not used to any extent by the 
native Coreans. The Corean 
heating is most excellently adapted to their 
resources and conditions.

These flues 
at a firep:ace, which is usually placed in 
an outer shed or connecting closed alley- 
way. From this fireplace the flues ektend 
in a more or less curved direction, like 
the ribs of a round fan, to a trench at the 
rear of the room, which in turn opens into 
a chimney, which is usually placed ‘some 
distance from the house.

NEW THEORY ABOUT HAMILTON'S DEATH 


It Is Now Thought He Was Kiiied by 
a Stray Bullet of the Rioters and 
Not by His Tentmate. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., December 2.—(Special.)—Rovert 
Jones, a negro porter who is employed by 
the railroad companies to transfer the mails 
at the union depot during the nignt, was 
arrested early this morning by Postoffice 
Inspectors Wardle and Barry on the charge 
of robbing the mails. 

For some time past complaints have been 
made to Postmaster Hertz in regard to 
missing mail and ‘he has begn on the look- 
out for quite a while, but nis been unable 
to locate the robber. He was sure that the 
robbery was not going on in his office and 
was at a loss to account for it. He there- 
fore notified the chief inspector at Washing- 
ton and he sent down the two above named 
detectives, who arrived here Monday morn- 
ing. They went to work on the case at 
once and yesterday they decided that they 
had located the robber. Last night they 
mailed a letter at the transfer \office con- 
taining $2 in silver. They informed the 
mail clerk on the outgoing train to notify 
the clerk on the train from Savannah, 
which arrives here at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, to be on the lookout for the letter 
When the train arrived this morning the 
clerk could not find the letter and so re- 
ported to detectives, Who immediately plac- 
ed Jones under arrest andecarried him to 
the ponce station. His case wll be taken up 
by the grand jury of the United States 
court, which is now in session, and it is 
very probable that a true bill will be found 
against him. This makes tne second negro 
tuat has been caught here robbing the 
mails. The last man was captured about 
two months ag It is very probable that 
the department will employ an additional 
transfer clerk to work ai night. 

Mystery Explained. 

A new and Startling theory has arisen as 
to the killing of the negro private, Hamil- 
ton, who was found dead in tent at 
Camp Haskell on Tuesday night. The first 
theory, it will be remembered, was that he 
was murdered by his tentmate, he having 
been mysteriously shot in the back during 
the night while sleeping on his bunk. There 
was no other explanation for the killing at 
that time and his tentmate Was placed in 
arrest. Now, however, it is generally be- 
lieved that Hamilton was Killed by a stray 
bullet from the guns of the negro soldiers 
who attacked young Berkner on the same 
night near Mrs. Ryder’s store. These negro 
soidiers, it will be recalled, opened a gen- 
eral fusilade on young Berkner and it is 
thought that their bullets caused the death 
or Hamilton, as bullet holes have been 
found in the tent where Hamilton was 
lled and in other tents near by. in the 
tent Where Hamilton was found there is a 
bullet hole on a direct line with his bunk 
and tne theory that he was struck by a 
stray buliet is a very plausible one.

The State Pension Increase. 

Under all the circumstanees, the ac- 
tion of the house committee on appro- 
priations in increasing the pension list by 
$40,000 a year may be described as very 
remarkable. It is: remarkable and sur- 
prising for several reasons. 

In the first place, the pension appro- 
priations of Georgia were already larger 
than those of all the other southern 
states combined. In the second piace, 
the Brandon bill, which reduces.the pen- 
sion list so as to inelude only those 
veterans and widows of veterans who 
are in actual need of such help, has al- 
ready been favorably reported on by the 
Ways and means committee of the house. 
The vote in committee in favor of the 
bill Was unanimous. In the third place, 
the confederate veterans in the house 
are in favor of confining the pensions to 
those who actually need them. 

In view of all these facts and circum- 
stances we fee! justified in saying that 
the action of the committee on appropri- 
ations in increasing the pension appro- 
priation at this time is, to say the least, 
very remarkable. And when we say it 
is remarkable, we mean that it cannot be 
explained or justified on ordinary 
grounds. In seeking to account for it. 
we are compelled to take refuge in the 


assumption that the committee has sud- | 


denly discovered some overwhelming 
reason or necessity which has led its 
members, without debate or discussion 
in any shape, to add $40,000 to the pen- 
sion fund. 

When the matter comes up in the 
house ‘we have no doubt that the pub- 
lie will be enlightened as to the discov- 
ery made by the committee: but until 
the day of enlightenment comes, the 
public will continue to believe that the 
Brandon bill, unanimously adopted. by 
the ways and means committee of the 
house, contains the essence of justice 
und fairness. The Constitution believes, 
and the people believe, that every needy 
“veteran and every needy widow of a 
veteran should be properly ‘taken care 
of by the state., There is no objection 
to that policy from any source whatso- 
ever; the whole state is in favor of it: 
but uniess it can be shown that the 
state has the right, or that it is sound 
publie policy to tax the needy to pay 
pensions to those who are comfortably 
well-off, we must continue to believe 
that the Brandon bill represents justice 
and fairness. 

There are confederate pensioners in 
Georgia today who are in a better con- 
dition financially than half of the tax- 
payers of the state; and among these 
taxpayers, caught: between the gold 
standard and their creditors. there are 
many needy men. It is this unwhole- 
some and deptorable fact that forms the 
basis of the Brandon bill. The prin- 
ciple of that measure is to do no injus- 
tice to the really needy confederate vet- 
erans and their widows, and at the same 
time remedy the injustice that now 
places a burden on needy taxpayers for 
the benefit of those confederate veterans 
who are better able to take care of them- 
selves than the average farmer who has 
been reduced to poverty by the low 
prices of his produce. 

Until the principle is established that 
{t is just, and fair, and right to tax men 
who have as much as they can do to 
make both ends meet in order to pay 
penstons to those who are dble to earn 
a comfortable living. and who, in some 
cases, are enjoying good incomes—unti] 
the legislature is willing to assert that 
it is good policy to tax poor men for the 
personal benefit of those who are better 
off—we must. insist that the principle of 
the Brandon bill is just and equitable. 

We think it would be hard to find a 
veteran, himself a taxpaver, who would 
not indorse the principle of the Bran- 
don bill, and we say this with the more 
assurance since the measure has the in- 
dorsement of those veterans who are 
members of the legislature. They in- 
dorse it because na know that it will 
work no hardship anywhere, but on the 
contrary give a measure of relief to the 
needy: tax-payers of the state. It is 
impossible to mistake the intentions of. 
the Brandon bill or the purposes of those 
who favor it. The measure itself does 
entire justice to those who have real 
‘claims on the bounty of the state, and 
those who favor it would resent anv ef- 
fort to reduce the pensions of the needy 
and indigent veterans -and widows of 
veterans. These things cannot be ob- 
scured in any kind or degree; they stand 
out and help to make clear the position 
of those who stand for tax reform, re- 
duction of expenses and economy in the 
management of the state’s affairs. 

We do not-believe, indeed, that any 
attempt will be made to obscure the mat- 
ter. The facts are too plain. We do 
not, of course, know the grounds on 
which the committee on appropriations 
proceeded when it added $40,000 to the 
pension fund, which already exceeded 
$600,000, in the face of the fact that the 


| ways and means committee, recognizing 


the justice and propriety of contfining 


pensions to those who really need them, 


had unanimously indorsed the Brandon 


bill. It may be taken for granted, how- 
ever, that these grounds will be devel- 
oped when the budget of the appropria- 
tions committee comes before the house 
for consideration. Until that time comes 
the people of the state who are in favor 
of relieving the needy taxpayers may 
be supposed to be waiting for mforma- 
tion on the subject. In the meantime 
the legisiature shouJd reduce the appro- 
priation to the basis of the Brandon bill.

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The Reappointment of Col. Trammell. 

The reappointment of Colonel L. M. 
Trammell as a member of the Georgia 
railroad commission is a graceful com- 
pliment to a public official who has ren- 
dered good service. 

Colonel Trammell succeeded the late 
Campbell Wallace as chairman of the 
commission, of which body he will have 
been a member for eighteen years at the 
completion of his present. term. He 
was first appointed on the commission 
in 1881 by Governor Colquitt. He has 
always manifested deep interest in its 
affairs, and hag been untiring in his ef- 
forts to make the Georgia commission 
the model of all railroad commissions in 
the country. 

He is, no doubt, entitled to more credit 
than any other single member who has 
ever served on the commission for the 
high place it holds among similar or- 
ganizations throughout the country. He 
has been conservative and just, and be 
it gaid to the credit of the commission, 
its work sinee its organization to the 
present day has always been character- 
ized by its determination to protect the 
interests of the peoples while doing at 
the same time no violénce to the mil- 
lions of dollars invested in the railroads 
of the state. 

This is the true principle whieh should 
eovern any railroad cOmmission, and it 
is the reeognition of this fact by the 
Georgia railroad commission, from the 
day of its organization, that has given 
it the strength it possesses, and that 
has won for it a place in the very 
highest rank of the railroad commis- 
sions of the several states,

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Atlanta’s Credit. .

If 
the republicans can restore prosperity,

We want to see how far they propose 
to go in the matter—whether their pro- 
posed curreney reform is intended to 
restore prosperity or whether its pur- 
pose is to give the few owners of gold 
entire control ofthe country’s finances 
and of its volume of money. 

In short, if the republicans can restore 
prosperity, we want it to come quickly; 
and in any event we want to see their 
plans fully developed and carried out.

Editor Constituiion—I have just read your 
article On “‘Home-made Wine,” !n the is- 
sue of November 30th. 

I write this article to eall the attention 
of the legislature, now in session, to one 
of the greatest evils now afflicting our sec- 
tion of country. The beverage you speak 
of in your editorial is familiarly known in 
this section as ‘‘buck.”’ It is a fermented 
liquor made in many ways, and from al- 
most anything. It is made principally from 
eane skimmuings during the season of sirup 
making. The beer is boiled and set aside, 
and becomes in a few days a powerful in- 
toxicant. It produces a speedy and terri- 
ble ‘‘drunk,’’ trom whose etfects it is hafd 
to recover. Frequently it is made from 
boiling corn, or polatoes, to a certain stage, 
setting aside a while, then putting sirup ih 
it and boiling it again to keep it trom 
souring. 

Thousands of gallons are thus made every 
year in south Georgia, and the consequent 
demoralization of labor in the country 1s 
pusitively appailing. I am assured that 
there is no way of stopping this evil by any 
legislation thus far enacted. L call the at- 
tention of our lawmakers to an oppoftunity 
for duing great good Ly enact.ng a law cov- 
ering clearly this kind of intoxicants, whose 
enforcement will rid our section of this 
curse. It ought to be easy to put through 
such a measure..The barkeepers are in fa- 
vor of such a law and the politician will 
make himself popular with his people in 
this way. Will not the legislature speedily 
help us? Somé change ought to be made 
about the sale of home-made wine. In 
the wet counties of lower Georgia the wine 
business has already become a matter of 
very serious moment. It is specially hurt- 
ful in the rural districts. 

| understand this wine business was put 
into the original general: local option law 
in order to save the law from defeat; but 
a better day has come and I feel sure that 
the repeal of that part of the general law 
allowing the sale: of ‘‘Shome-made wine 
would meet verv general approval. At any 
rate, give us a law against “buck” and all 
other fermented liquors, and give it to us 
quick. w.

Washington, December 2.—(Specia!.)—The 
return to Washington of Governor-elect 
Benton McMillin has brought a renewal of 
the talk about a fight on Bailey for ihe 
leadership of the next house, for the frst 
thing the gentleman from Tennessee did 
on his arrival was to give out an inter- 
This has heen fol- 
lowed by several similar attacks from not 
unexpected sources, and the flames have 
been vigorously fanned by certain nhews- 
papers in New York and here in W ashing- 
ton which are unfriendly to the Texan, one 
of whose sins.is that he is independent 
enough at times to fly in the face of the 
newspaper critics. 

Mr. Bailey and some of his friends have 
ecme back with replies to these critics, but 
they have lhaeked the vigor of the attack, 
probably for the reason that the attacks 
have not been considered of enough im- 
portance for very serious consideration. 
It will be nearly a year before the new 
ecngréss assembles, upless there should 
be an extra session, and that is sufficient 
time for most of the opposition against 
Bailey to die out. 

Same Crowd of Opponents. 

For the opposition to him is based almost 
entirely upon personal animosity. [t is 
worthy of note that so far the only people 
who have been interviewed in opposition to 
Bailey are those who opposed him in the 
contest for the leadership in the present 
congress. So far as I have been able to 
find, few, if any, of the men who have 
voted for him ‘have turned against him; 
and of the other members of the present 
congress who will be in the next, he will 
doubtless gain as many votes of those 
who voted against him as he will lose from 
the ranks of the supporters, 

The opposition of Governor McMillin is 
of course clearly understweod. tle and Bai- 
ley differ on some points of policy which 
he may make the nominal grounds for op- 
position, but as a matter of fact it is all 
due to jealousy. McMillin naturally wan- 
ted to be recognized as leader on the demo- 
cratic side and made the race against 
Bailey for the speakership nomination. He 
had been in congress more than wnree times 
as long as the Texan, and to be defeated 
by this young man was a very bitter pill 
for him to swallow. He has lost no oppor- 
tunity since that time of showing how sore 
he has been. He will not be in the next 
congress, but the is keeping up his cam- 
paign against Bailey seeking to aid either 
De Armond, of Missouri, or. Richardson, 
of Tennessee, to get the place. ‘The ani- 
mus of his opposition is so plain, however, 
that it can have little weight. 

De Armand and Richardson. 

Judge De Armond and his close friends 
were among those who opposed Bailey be- 
fore.

But truth to tell, 
Colone] Bankhead’'s candidacy is not taken 
very seriously here in Washington. Tie 
colone!) is one of the practical statesmen 
who make most excellent representatives 
for their constituents, but he has never 
proved a glittering light at parliamentary 
law nor has he displayed any of the qual- 
ities generally regarded as essential to a 
leader upon the floor of the house. It 
might be that the experiment wouldn't be a 
bad one, but it is hardly likely to be made. 
A candid statement of Colonel Bankhead’'s 
position, as tt »2ppears to an outsider, is 
Simply that his name is being used as a 
means whereby some votes may be kept 
from going to Bailey. The colonel. who is 
innocent and guiltless, may not know this, 
but it is true nevertheless. 

They Give No Reasons.

HON, L. N. TRAMMELL IS 
NAMED COMMISSIONER 


Governor Candler Recognizes His Worth to the State-- 
- The Nestor of the Georgia Railroad Com- 
mission Has Another Term. 
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Tolonel i. N. 
yesterday by Governor Candler for a term 
of six years on the state railroad com- 
mission and the appointment was @onfirmed 
by the senate. Colonel Trammell’s term 
does not expire until. next October, but 
as the term ends during a recess of the 
general assembly, Governor Candler de- 
cided to make the appofntment now, so 
that it could be confirmed... Colonel Tram- 
mell is now serving his third term as a 
railroad commissioner. He has been on the 
board more than seventeen years, and if he 
serves out his fourth term he will have been 
twenty-four years on the commission. The 
appointment was made without application 
on the part of Colonel Trammell, Governor 
Candler recognizing !n him a highly effi- 
cient officer, whose long record is a credit 
to the state. When Colonel Trammell first 
Governor Smith 
was chairman and ‘Celonel Wallace was 
the other member. About a year after 
Colonel Trammell became a member of the 
board the commission made a revision of 
the railroad rates, and that schedule be- 
came the standard in this state and was 
subsequently adopted by other states. From 
time to time the rates have been changed 
Since, reduction following reduction until 
the saving to the people of the state has 
amounted to many millions.of dollars. The 
saving in one year would probably amount 
to three or four millions. Georgia’s rail- 
road commission is regarded by other com- 
missions as a standard. When the cam- 
paign was on in Texas for the establishment 
of a commission Governor Hogg wrote to 
Colonel Trammell for a statement about 
the workings of Georgia’s commission. 
Colonel Tranimell’s reply was printed in all 
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the Texas papers which were favorable 
to the commission and was republished for 
a month. xovernor Hogg stated after- 
wards that,Colonel Trammell’s letter testi- 
fying to the practical benefits of a com- 
mission did more to help establish a com- 
mission in the Lone Star State than any 
other influence. The Texas commission pat- 
terned closely after Georgia’s. In North 
Carolina the proposition to establish a 
commission was defeated two or three 
times. Finally its friends secured a letter 
» word to the one which had been used so 
efectively in the Texas campaign and it 
was used all over the state and a commis- 
sion was created. The commissioners 
adopted the rules and rates of the Georgia 
commission. Florida’s new commission 
adopted the Georgia rates and rules, with 
some modifications. Michigan, California 
and lowa all followed Georgia rather close- 
ly in the matter of regulating the roads 
and their rates and fares. Colonel Tram- 
mel] has been in publie life many years. He 
grew up in Habersham county, although 
the section in which he lived when a boy 
is now included in White county. His home 
Was near the picturesque Nacoochee valley, 
in sight of the grand old towering Yonah 
mountain. Before he was of age he was in 
Mississippi teaching school. He cut the tim- 
ber and built his own schoolhouse. His 
energy and zeal made an impression on the 
planters in the neiginhborhood and they made 
up a very good saiary for those days. After 
teaching a year or two in Mississippi, the 
young man came back home. He soon was 
elected to the,legislature and later he be- 
came clerk of the house. He served in 
both branches of the general assembly and 
Was continually elected after the war. He 
Was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1877 and a few yéars later 
was appointed by Governor Colquitt a mem- 
ber of *the railroad commission. He was 
Subsequently reappointed by Governors 
Stephens, Gordon, Northen an@ Candler.

“This same town in 1803 voted to establish 
four girls’ schools—the first on record— 
Which were to be kept six months in the 
year, from 6 to § o’clock in the morning, and 
on Thursday afternoon; for the boys had 
the choice of time as well as of training. 
little by little the gates of learning were 
thrown open to girls, until early in this 
century girls were suffered to attend the 
lower grades. during the whole year. Now 
came.the battle for the higher education. 
The whole woman question was here passed 
in review, and the conservative cast of 
mind, as was inevitable from its native 
limitation, insisted that the family relation 
would be overturned and tthe United States 
depopulated if women were to be allowed 
the privilege of cultivating to the utter- 
most the intellect with which they had 
been endowed. As a result of this struggle 
high sctiools for girls were established 
about the middle of the century; the prac- 
tical outcome of which, during these latter 
years, has been the state university, for 
by inevitable sequences of thought the men 
who had admitted girls to every depart- 
ment of public school instruction could 
not shut in their faces the door of the high- 
est state school—the university. 

“Collegiate truining for women has been 
more difficult to gain, yet so firm has been 
the demand of women for higher education 
that there is not now a single college west 
of the Alleghanies the advantages of which 
are not equally offered to the sons and the 
daughters of the people. 

“This higher educationgof women has ex- 
erted a mighty influence on the public sen- 
timent of these United States, Nothing 
shows the advance made in a single cen- 
tury, from a more salient point of view, 
than the fact that from having been 
grudgingly admitted to the lowest grade of 
the public school, and obliged to attend at 
the unseemly hour of 6 o’clock in tthe morn- 
ing, woman, when she had the opportunity, 
proved herself so worthy of it that more 
than 82 per cent of all the teachers in the 
public schools are women! 

“Is tnere really anything better done in 
thes2 United States than this every-day 
work of these women teachers among the 
little children, correcting vulgar and vicious 
havits, waking up drowsy or vugrant 
minds, reforming civil character, sending 
forth increased multitudes with a somewhat 
higher aspiration for better things, for 
nobler living, or with a more reliable de- 
termination to’ be somebody and do some- 
thing in this great American life? 

“Eduéation, in our American sense, is the 
training of a whole people for a worthy and 
effective manhood and womanhood, as the 
soul of good citizenship. By its very na- 
ture it must be of slow growth, for what- 
ever living thing is strong or beautiful 
has been made so by the growth of the 
years. To grow is to have faith, hope and 
courage. The youth who has become able 
to do what a while ago was impossible to 
him, easily believes that nothing is im- 
possible. As his powers unfold his confi- 
dence is nourished: he exalts in the 
knowledge of increased strength. Each 
hour he putS off some impotence, and why 
shall he not have faith in his destiny, and 
feel that he shall yet grow to be a poet, 
orator, hero, or what you will that is great 
and good and noble? 

“What a happy result, that by facilities 
afforded her, woman is enabled to guide 
aright this growing of the young; that the 
children, during their most impressible 
years, are placed under her direct charge, 
eo that the ministry of good motherhood 
may be prolonged to the very verge of 
virility; that under her skillful guidance, 
as powerful as the common air and sun- 
light, and early and later rain, shall be the 
preservation, elevation and growing toward 
perfection of all that shall make this land 
of our’s ‘that-happy nation whose God is 
the Lord!’ ”’ .

“Tl have been appointed president of 
board of health, and will gradually iner 
the force of physicians as time goes on and 
as we better organized. 

“At present we have a small pox epidemie 
on hand, and I have established an isola- 
tion hospital, the*first ever here. We 
have also under our ¢ at the entrance of 
the bay, about twenty-five miles away, a 
quarantine station, a leper hospital and 
various and sundry other things to do with 
hospitals, cemeteries, etc. 

‘“T- am kept tied down to my 
o'clock a. m. until noon, and from 2 p. m. 
to 5 o’clock p. m., but sometimes have to 
go out and attend to things personally, as 
I speak Spanish better than the interpre- 
ters we have. Since I have organized 
things they go better. I don't see much 
prospect of getting away from here for two 
or three months, at least | can’t tell any- 
thing about it until I hear from thy Paris 
commission. However, I am coming home 
as soon as I can get away.) 

Since assuming charge of the 
health Dr. Bourns has esta 
cial gazette, which is at irregular 
intervals in order to inform the physicians 
and residents of the city what is expected 
of them. The gazette issued October 
Sd is as follows:

Business World Closing with Few De- 
pressing Features in Sight. 


i897 A RECORD BREAKER 


When Giiaipiabiein: of Large Business 
Is Made 1898 Must Hereafter Fur- 
nish Basis for Estimates. 


New York, December 2.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The business world enters in the cliaidede 
month of the year with so many favorable 
and so few depressing featatres in sight as 
to. leave little duubt tnat the year 1898 as a 
whole must hereafter furnish the basis for 
esUMate When comparisons of large busi- 
ness are to be made. Nearly ali obtainable 
statistics and reports as to the volume of 
business point to the present year having 
heavily exceeded any former year in the 
amount of business done, and the compari- 
sons as regards prices are not so favorable 
as in eariier years—notably 1892 and 189, 
when quotations of most staples were con- 
siderab!y higher, still the expansion in 
trade, due to increased population and en- 
larged foreign demand for our products has 
resulted in an aggregate voltme of business 
done considerab!ty in exéess of any former 
year, 

‘In the general business world the leading 
event of the week has undoubtedly been the 
placing of very large orders, estimated at be- 
tween 500,000-and 700.000 tons of steel rails, 
more than one-quarter of the entire coun- 
try’s annual production at prices which, if 
not entirely satisfactory to the competing 
rail mills, are encouraging, because they 
indicate that no check caused by combina- 
tion of interests wil] be administered to our 
growing export trade which business, 
coupted with the possible demand next year 
for structural stee] for building purposes, is 
likely to play alsw an important part in 
the government of purchases of steel prod- 
ucts generally. Nominal prices of steel 
rails show little change from those ruiing 
some time ago, but quotations for Bessemer 
iron and steel billets reflect the stimulating 
influence of the removal of the uncertainty 
regarding the placing of this large volume 
of rail business. ; 

“Foreign demand for our food products 
has continued an encouraging feature of the 
cereal situation, and wheat prices particu- 
larly are a little lower on the week, not- 
withstanding very heavy farmers’ deliveries 
and increasing domestic stocks.» Exports 
this week are the largest ever reporied, re- 
flecting partl« materializing of early re- 
ported business and partly increased foreign 
buying at concessions earlier in the week. 

“Corn and oats appear to have tempo- 
rarily parted company from wheat, and are 
higher on the week on improved specula- 
tive buying and enlarged export trade. The 
ocean freights situation is slightly easier 
and the supply of tantlage shows some en- 
largement. 

“The price situation generally is an en- 
couraging one and advances outnumber de- 
clines. The early arrival of winter weather 
in the south has tended to maxe smaller 
cotton crop estimates more popular, and 
eniargea speculative and spot: purchases 
have advanced prices for this staple. 

“Anthracite coal has been marked up in 
sOme markets, largely owing to cold weath- 
er, but there are yet few new develop- 
ments in the direction of control of output. 

“Tin and copper are again active specula- 
tively, and tin plates reflect the formal 
launching of the new combination in slight- 
ly higher quotations. 

‘The boot and shoe situation has been im- 
proved by the severe weather largely @x- 
perienced, as has the outlook for rubber 
goods. Teather is steadier and prices are 
higher, an unusual feature at this time of 
year. 

“The recent advance in raW sugar 
to have culminated this week, and 
reaction is shown on reports that 
Sugar impofts from Europe are likely 
heavily increase. Refined is firm, Novem- 
ber business having been very heavy. 

“The advent of winter weather has tend- 
ed to reduce the demand for building lum- 
ber which, {n some markets, particularly 
the east, was depressed during the summer 
because of the inactivity in building. A 
hewever, now report- 
ed. and the opening of the new vear is 
awaited with confidnce. Recent advances 
in prices of pine and spruce lumber are well 
maintained, stocks in dealers’ hands are 
not at all heavv and advices both from the 
yellow pine and ecvpress producing sections 
of the south and the white pine markets of 
the north and northwest are that a heavy 
output has been as a rule. satisfactorily 
handled. The hard wood situation main- 
tains all of the strength previously noted. 
The domestic wood working demand is of 
good volume, while export ‘business is 
steadily increasing and prices as a whole 
are considerably higher than they were at 
the opening of the year. 

“The general jcbbing trade has been 
Tather smaller as usual at this time of 
year, and severe storms in the east have 
hurt distribution, but the demand for holi- 
day goods is of an encouraging volume and 
promises well. 

‘‘Business failures are of nominal volume, 
numbering 212 for the week, against 182 last 
w“ek, 250 in 1897, 359 1896, 319 in 1895 and 
322 in 1894. 

“Wheat,: including flour, shipments for 
the week aggregate 7.483.959 bushels, against 
5.824.726 bushels last week, 6,499,960 bus‘1els 
in the corresponding week of 1897, 3,653,160 
bushels in 1896, 3,156,828 bushels in 1895 and 
3,011,560 bushels in 1894. Since July this 
vear the exports of wheat aggregate 96,198, - 
142 bushels, against 107,938,539 bushels last 
year.

The refunding bonds of the city of At- 
lanta, sold to Sperry, Jones & Co.,.of Bai- 
timore, at the meeting of the finance com- 
mittee Thursday afternoon, were the prin- 
topic of discussion at the city hall 
yesterday. 

By the sale of the full issue of bonds at 
such a high premium the city will save the 
sum of $10,000 annually, when the interest 
paid on the old bonds, which expire the 
last of the year, and that on the new issue 
is taken into account. 

Under the old securities an interest of 7 
per cent was paid on the whole amount of 
$300,000 for thirty years, the _ interest 
amounting to the large figure of $21,000. 

The interest on the refunding Londs will 
amount to $11,000 annually «nd the amount 
saved to the city, compared with the inter- 
est given on the old bonds, is found to be 
$10,0W0.
